L o n d o n , N o v . 2.—The great ruler of 
a ll the Russ5ans passed peacefully into 
th e other world a t 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 
Different reports of the 
-czar's death were received here before

th e authentic tidings arrived 
from 
Livadia. T he first reports w ere vague 
and did not bear the stam p of accuracy 
A t the Russian em bassy th e officials 
declared up to h alf an hour before 
th e official 
dispatch was 
received 
th a t the em peror was still alive, 
although it was adm itted th a t a t 
an 
early 
hour in th e m orning 
he was rapidly sinking, 
and w as 
not expected to survive the day. Simul­ 
taneous w ith a flood of telegram s from 
Y alta, Livadia and St. Petersburg to 
th e London new spapers.a t 5:30 o’clock 
in th e afternoon came an official tele­ 
gram to th e Russian am bassador, an ­ 
nouncing th a t his m ajesty died a t pre­ 
cisely 3 o’clock. The Russian am bassa 
dor has made public the purport of the 
official message, which is a duplicate of 
a general notification sent to the diplo­ 
m atic representatives of Russia all 
over th e world. 
From subsequent ad­ 
vices received here up to 6 o’clock it 'is 
learned th a t the czar died after being 
unconscious for eight hours. 


Fivezda (Polar Star) a t Yeita, where 
the Seventh arm y corps w ill rendei 
m ilitary honors. 
The whole Black 
sea fleet 
w ill escort the yacht to 
Odessa, whence the rem ains w ill be 
conveyed by railw ay to St. 
Peters­ 
burg, stopping a t the im portant tow ns 
en route, to enable troops to render 
honors to the. dead. 
The state m ourn­ 
ing w ill commence to-m orrow. 
The 
funeral will probably be held tw o 
weeks hence. 
The 
arrival of the 
prince and princess of Wales, now en 
route to Livadia, is anxiously aw aited. 
A special train aw aits them a t the 
frontier. 
It is believed the presence 
of th e princess of Wales will afford 
great com fort tc her sister, th e czarina, 
and it is expected she w ill make a long 
stay in Russia.

Official word came

from the m inister of foreign affairs. 
The m inister com m unicated the in­ 
form ation to the state departm ent, b u t 
owing to the absence a t the tim e from 
the city of the President. 
I t is prob­ 
able the message of sym pathy and 
condolence from President Cleveland 
w ill not be sent u n til to-day. 
Upon receipt of th e official notifica­ 
tion of the czar's death Mr. Adee, sec­ 
ond assistant secretary of state, acting 
secretary in the illness pf Secretary 
Gresham, called upon Prince Cantaeu- 
zene and conveyed verbally to him the 
condolence of the President and secre­ 
ta ry of state. 
A form al le tte r of con­ 
dolence from Secretary Gresham w ill 
later be sent to him. 
The m em bers of 
the diplom atic corps all called and left 
th e ir cards a t the Russian legation. 
Prince Cantacuzene has telegraphed 
to Bishop Nicholas of th e Greek church 
of Alaska to inquire w hether he can 
come to W ashington and hold a m emor­ 
ial service for the czar. 
No reply has 
been received from him and it is not 
definitely know n w hether he is in San 
Francisco or Chicago. 
It is proposed 
to hold the m em orial service a t the 
Russian legation, as there is no Greek 
church in W ashington.

Shortly after 4 o’clock th e 
m em bers of the palace guard w ere 
m arshaled in the square in front of the 
palace chapel a t Livadia for the cere­ 
m ony of sw earing allegiance to the 
new czar. 
They were the first to take 
th e oath. 
The grand dukes w ere the 
next to swear allegiance, and they 
w ere followed in th e order of pre­ 
cedence by the high court function­ 
aries, court officials, m ilitary officers 
and civil officials. 
An im perial decree announcing the 
accession to the throne of the Grand 
Duke Nicholas (the czarowitz) is ex­ 
pected to arrive a t St. Petersburg from 
Livadia in a few days.

was made to uncouple the engine. 
Express M essenger 
Jean n ette’s 
car 
w as forced open, and he was compelled 
to give up the contents of th e safe 
P utting the booty in a bag the robbers 
hacked off into th e woods w ith th eir 
pistols still pointed a t the crew and 
disappeared in th e darkness. 
Officers 
of th e Southern Express company say 
th a t only a lo t of cheap jew elry and 
vouchers 
constituted 
the 
robbers 
booty.

showed a thorough know ledge of the 
m ovem ent of th e train and knew all 
about railroad signals.

The scene in the death cham ber was 
impressive. The czarina, herself u tte r­ 
ly prostrated by recent illness and 
anxiety for her husband, the czarowitz 
and his fiance or wife, Princess Alix of 
Hesse, Grand Duke 
George, Grand 
Duke 
Constantine, 
Grand 
Duchess 
X enia, G rand Duke Michael and G rand 
Duchess Olga, all children of the czar 
and czarina, and the czar’s brothers, 
G rand Duke 
Vladim ir 
and 
Grand 
Duke Michael; his sister, the Queen of 
Greece, w ere constantly a t the bed­ 
side of his m ajesty from m idnight, 
w hen Dr. Zacharin and Prof. Leyden, 
th e royal physicians, notified them th a t 
th e end w as near. 
A sudden collapse in the czar's con­ 
dition a t 9 o'clock in the m orning gave 
rise to a report th a t he w as dead. The 
royal physicians succeeded in rousing 
his m ajesty, however, and he continued 
to give feeble indications of his life 
u n til 3 o’clock. 
The prem ature report of the czar's 
death had become circulated through­ 
out Russia in *,he meantim e. 
The czar’s death was painless. 
His 
physicians are preparing a statem ent 
giving the real cause of his ailm ent 
and describing the closing hours of his 
life. 
The royal fam ily is stricken by 
the death of the czar and throughout 
Russia there is genuine lam entation. 
In St. P etersburg the public depart­ 
m ents and thousands of residences are 
being draped in black. -In the churches 
throughout the em pire mass is being 
said for the repose of the czar's soul. 
The m ourning for th e czar is general. 
The police of St. P etersburg and Mos­ 
cow have taken precautions to prevent 
a threatened dem onstration *of joy on 
the part of the nihilists.

French cabinet had prepared a message 
of condolence some weeks ago, so it 
was fully prepared for the contingency. 
French people are full of uneasiness 
and uncertainty as to w hether the new 
em peror w ill throw him self into the 
arm s 
of Germany 
or continue his 
father's policy. 
T here is a general 
feeling here, w hich is a case of hope 
being father to the thought, th a t the 
m arriage of the n ~ w czar w ith Princess 
Alix, which m ust be postponed a t least 
a year, may b e broken off. 
President 
Casimir Perier and the m em bers of th e 
French cabinet, shortly after the czar's 
death became known, visited the Rus­ 
sian em bassy as a m ark of respect to 
th e dead em peror. 


N ew s R e ce iv ed in L ondon. 


L o n d o n , N ov. 2.—M. De Staal, the 
Russian am bassador to G reat B ritain, 
did not receive an official dispatch a t 
th e em bassy announcing th e czar’s 
death until 9 o’clock in the evening. 
The queen im m ediately dispatched a 
telegram of condolence to the czarian. 
The foreign office a t m idnight had re­ 
ceived nothing beyond a short dis­ 
patch which was communicated 
to 
Prim e 
M inister Rosebery and 
the 
m em bers of the cabinet. 
There were 
m any callers a t the Russian embassy, 
w ho visited there to express condolence.

INFORMATION TO VOTERS. 
The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, 
will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be usee. Upon re­ 
ceiving bis ballot, voter must retire, alone to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper 
manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter, if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nomi­ 
nated by any paity. should make across mark, X, under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. 
A bal of 
so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the candi­ 
dates of the party have been erased, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted over a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote 
for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should erase the names of the candidates he does uot desire to vote for, and make a cross mark, X, 
after the name of each candidate he does, desire to vote for. 
If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot, he must 
write the name iii the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the cilice and make a cross, X. in the square at the right of it. 
The ballot 
should not be marked in any any other manner. If the ballot hp spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, w ho must issue another in its stead, hut not 
more than three in all to any one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofiicial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking 
his ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must notbeshown so that any person can see how it has been marked by 
the voter. After it is marked, it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed end irsemuts and signatures of tim b iIIod clerks on 
outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed 
in the box, and pass out of the votiugplace. A voter who declares to the presiding officer, that he is unable to read or that by reason of physical disability he 
is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers, in marking same, to be chosen bv the voter. The presiding officer may admin­ 
ister an oath, in his discretion, as to such person’s disability.
